It has become increasing ly 
apparent that the press is un­ 
der heavy attack in some sec­ 
tions of the country for a varie­ 
ty of reasons. There is also con­ 
siderable latent hostility toward 
newspaper, 
radio, 
television 
and mag azines on the part of 
the g eneral public. 
The reasons for this are di­ 
verse and will vary from com­ 
munity to community . Perhaps 
the basic one is that the reader 
or the listener confronted with 
a story which annoys him. or 
with which he finds himself in 
complete 
disag reement, 
or 
which is unpleasant and dis­ 
turbs his day , is apt to blame 
the medium that carried it to 
him rather than the facts of 
the story itself. 
This is not new. In the pre­ 
war y ears, for example, we fre­ 
q uently were criticized for hav­ 
ing 
correspondents 
in 
Berlin 
and Moscow and reporting the 
views 
of 
Adolf 
Hitler 
and 
Joseph Stalin, 


TODAY THIS criticism of the 
press is more widespread be­ 
cause the issues reported are 
closer to home and arouse far 
deeper feeling s. 
A few examples; the social 
revolution of seg reg ation and 
integ ration which has churned 
up emotional responses as vio­ 
lent as any in U.S. history , the 
frustrations of the war in Viet 
Nam where people are dy ing 
in what seems an endless strug ­ 
g le, the eq ually frustrating and 
seeming ly endless neg otiations 
with Russia on scores of dif­ 
ferent issues, and the widening 
political chasm between Repub­ 
licans 
and 
Democrats 
which 
will result in a hig hly heated 
presidential campaig n between 
President 
Johnson 
and 
Sen. 
Goldwater. 
All of these issues bring out 
deep 
and 
primitive 
feeling s 


G R IN A N D B E A R IT 


across the country . It is not 
surprising that part of these 
feeling s is directed at the press 
which reports on controversial 
matters. 
It is unlik ely that this cli­ 
mate will chang e in the near 
future. The underly ing social, 
diplomatic and other problems 
which 
cause 
passionate 
re­ 
sponses will continue. And there 
are g roups which feel it is in 
their own self interests to mak e 
sure that the attack s upon the 
press continue. 


THE 
ASSOCIATED 
PREvSvS 
cannot expect itself to be im­ 
mune from attack s. We report 
controversial news from every 
corner of the world 24 hours a 
day , and there alway s will be 
something in the report that 
will stir some g roup’s ang er. 
It would be foolish, too. to 
contend th:.t we don’t mak e our 
mistak es. Y''u can’t handle 3 
million words of contemporary 
history daily fr m every part of 
the world without blowing stor­ 
ies now and then. This io not 
particularly 
surprising 
when 
learned historians still arg ue as 
to exactly what 
went on 
in 
World War I, let alone World 
War II. 
To put 
this in 
perspective, 
however, we should 
bear in 
mind this is not the first such 
emotional period we have g one 
throug h in the past 116 y ears, 
nor the first such attack s. 
Generations 
of 
newspaper­ 
men, staff and members, over 
these y ears have built our rep­ 
utation for objectivity and ac­ 
curacy despite such periods of 
criticism. They have built into 
this org anization check s, bal­ 
ances. traditions and work ing 
practices which serve us well. 


THE 
ASSiXIATED 
PRESS’ 
position in reporting all of these 
controversial 
areas 
must 
be 
that of professional journalists 
reporting as precisely and ob­ 
jectively as we can on the con­ 
troversial news of the day. 
Our 
g reatest 
streng th 
and 
protection ag ainst critics is to 
perform as competent, nonpar­ 
tisan journalists. The back bones 
of our profession are precise 
reporting and balanced editing , 
and the k ey word is “ precise.” 
We have done well over the 
first half of this y ear despite the 
controversies. We have made 
.some mistak es, and these have 
been due to a lack of being 
precise. 
Political c a m p a i g n s are

awash with vag ue statements 
which can be read two or three 
way s. The politician hopes that 
each of his constituents will 
read into such statements his 
own views and be satisfied and 
unq uestioning . 
We should try to clarify such 
statements at every opportunity 
with specific q uestions. But we 
should not try to interpret them 
on our own without such clari­ 
fication. nor should we try to 
paraphrase them. 


LET 
US 
REPORT exactly 
what was said or what the 
facts are. If they are not clear, 
let us say .so and pursue the 
m atter ag ain at the first op­ 
portunity . 
Let us not accept one candi­ 
date’s second-hand q uotation of 
another without check ing that 
it is accurate and not out of 
context. We have been caug ht 
on at least one occasion re­ 
cently by accepting a candi­ 
date’s statement which he attri­ 
buted to a rival. In political de­ 
bates or speeches, accuracy is 
not the k ey objective of the 
participants—but it is ours. 
Much of the burden will fall 
on our wire editors for k eeping 
stories in balance and mak ing 
sure that we have reported both 
sides of any controversy . 
If 
q uestions are unanswered, do 
not relay the story until you 
have .solved them to y our satis­ 
faction. 
If a controversial claim is 
made, let us immediately pur­ 
sue comment from the oppos­ 
ing side. If it is not immedi­ 
ately forthcoming , let us say 
so in order that readers are 
informed of the reaction or the 
lack of it. 


LET US BEAR in mind, also, 
two factors 1 mentioned early 
this y ear when, with some un­ 
derstatement, 1 described 1964 
as an emotional y ear with g reat 
news potential. 
These two basic factors are 
that The Associated Press news­ 
man is not and should not be 
a participant in the news—he 
is a recorder of it. And there 
is no reason why any reader 
should accept a writer as an 
authority on a subject at ."ny 
time without q uestion. 
The writer must demonstrate 
each day all over ag ain that he 
is an authority on a subject 
by convincing the reader with 
a recitation and log ical presen­ 
tation of the facts. 
We should not be deterred by 
the critics from doing our job. 
We have nothing to fear from 
them nor from the political part­ 
isans and org anized pressure 
g roups if we do our jobs in 
the 
t r a di t i o n 
of 
this 
org anization. 
This does not mean that we 
are g oing to be free from at­ 
tack . Considering the i.ssues and 
emotions of the day , this would 
be impossible. But we can avoid 
g iving the.se critics any leg iti­ 
mate issues or excuses whereby 
they can challeng e either our 
competence or our integ rity . 
We should view this era not 
as one of harassment or diffi­ 
culty , but as a challeng e to 
bring forth our best journalistic 
talents. The more emotional the 
time, the g reater need there is 
for unemotional, objective re­ 
porting . 


By providing this, we can tak e 
personal satisfaction in mak ing 
a 
worthwhile 
contribution 
to 
society in a difficult period.

CONSIDER the police prob­ 
lem. Even during the 12 y ears 
of Fiorello La Guardia’s “re­

During that period I talk ed 
with many members of the po­ 
lice force who had served in 
Harlem. They said that while 
they realized the g rowing in­ 
cidence of petty crime among 
young and wayle« vs Neg roes in 
that area.

hn what was called the new 
“ humanitarianism.”

were to be big brothers, rather 
than the representatives of law 
and order. 
Until the La Guardia y ears of 
the early 19 30s, I lived on Mom- 
ing side Heig hts and my small 
children were g rowing up there, 
g oing to .school, and playing in 
the park s. Occasionally a few 
trouble.some y oung sters would 
drift

Harlem 
and 
cause some disorder. The police 
took the.se invasions as mere 
play fulness and under the di­

much was done to correct such 
disorder. 
Now in that same area there 
Is no safety in the streets, and 
the park s are in firm posses­ 
sion of hoodlums, 


THE TEEN-A(iERS

hood. 
Many 
have 
moved 
throug h the cy cle from delin­ 
q uency to g ang sterism to hood- 
lumism 
and finally 
hardened 
criminality . 
This development is a failure 
of those 
who have 
g overned 
these cities, 
secure 
in 
their 
elections 
by majorities made 
up to a 
deg ree 
by Neg roes 
whom they have won by prom­ 
ises which were never k ept. 
It is not a mere desire by 
Neg roes to have their children 
ming le with white children that 
has caused the school crisis. It 
is the fact that the predomi­ 
nantly Neg ro schools have been 
inferior to the predominantly 
white schools. 
This has been due to neg lect 
and discrimination in the allo­ 
cation of funds for .school build­ 
ing . In South Carolina, where 
Jam es F. By rnes as g overnor 
instituted an enormous building 
prog ram 
of 
Neg ro 
schools, 
there have been few if any 
demonstrations. 


IN HOUSING, Neg roes want 
to move into areas populated 
by whites not so much to live 
near them as neig hbors, but be- 
cau.se they want better homes 
to live in. In New York and 
Chicag o the city g overnments 
have permitted 
shameful ex­ 
ploitation of Neg ro tenants by 
avaricious, g rasping white land­ 
lords.

Cities Taken To Task For Past Failures 


Associated Press Accepts Challenge

It 
has 
become increasingly 
apparent that the press is un­ 
der heavy attack in some sec­ 
tions of the country for a varie­ 
ty of reasons. There is also con­ 
siderable latent hostility toward

television 
and m agazines on the part of 
the general public. 


The reasons for this are di­ 
verse and will vary from com ­ 
munity to comm unity. Perhaps 
the basic one is that the reader 
or the listener confronted with 
a story which annoys him, or 
with which he finds himself in 
com plete 
disagreem ent, 
or 
which is unpleasant and dis­ 
turbs his day. is apt to blam e 
the medium that carried it to 
him rather than the facts of 
the story itself. 
This is not new In the pre­ 
w ar years, for example, we fre­ 
quently were criticized for hav­ 
ing 
correspondents 
in 
Berlin 
and Moscow and reporting the 
views 
of 
Adolf 
Hitler 
and 
Joseph Stalin. 


TODAY THIS criticism of the 
press is m ore widespread be­ 
cause the issues reported are 
closer to home and arouse far 
deeper feelings. 
A few exam ples: the social 
revolution of segregation 
and 
integration which has churned 
up emotional responses as vio­ 
lent as any in U.S. history, the 
frustrations of the war in Viet 
Nam where people are dying 
in what seem s an endless strug­ 
gle. the equally frustrating and 
seemingly endless negotiations 
with Russia on scores of dif­ 
ferent issues, and the widening 
political chasm between Repub­ 
licans 
and 
Dem ocrats 
which 
will result in a highly heated 
presidential cam paign between 
President 
Johnson 
and 
Sen. 
Coldwater. 
All of these issues bring out 
deep 
and 
prim itive 
feelings

across the country. It is not 
surprising that 
part of these 
feelings is directed at the press 
which reports on controversial 
m atters. 


It is unlikely that this cli­ 
m ate will change in the near 
future. The underlying social, 
diplomatic and other problems

sponses will continue. And there 
are groups which feel it is in 
their own self interests to m ake 
sure that the attacks upon the 
press continue. 


THE 
ASSOCIATED 
PRESS 
cannot expect itself to be im ­ 
mune from attacks. We report 
controversial news from every 
corner of the world 24 hours a 
day. and there always will be 
something in 
the report that 
will stir some group’s anger. 


It would be foolish, too, to 
contend that we don't m ake our 
mistakes. Y m can’t handle 3 
million words of contem porary 
history daily fr rn every’ part of 
the world without blowing stor­ 
ies now and then. This is not 
particularly 
surprising 
when 
learned historians still argue as 
to exactly 
w hat 
went 
on 
in 
World War I, let alone World 
War II 
To put 
this in 
perspective, 
however, 
we 
should 
bear 
in 
mind this is not the first such 
emotional period we have gone 
through in the past 116 years, 
nor the first such attacks. 
Generations 
of 
new spaper­ 
men. staff and m em bers, over 
these years have built our rep­ 
utation for objectivity and ac­ 
curacy despite such periods of 
criticism They have built into 
this organization checks, 
bal­ 
ances, traditions and working 
practices which serve us well. 


THE 
ASSOCIATED 
PRESS' 
position in reporting all of these 
controversial 
areas 
must 
be 
that of professional journalists 
reporting as precisely and ob­ 
jectively as we can on the con­ 
troversial news of the day. 
Our 
greatest 
strength 
and 
protection against critics is to 
perform as com petent, nonpar­ 
tisan journalists. The backbones 
of our profession are precise 
reporting and balanced editing, 
and the key word is “ precise.'' 
We 'nave done well over the 
first half of this year despite the 
controversies. 
We have m ade 
some m istakes, and these have 
been due to a lack of being 
precise

facts are. If they are not clear, 
let us say so and pursue the 
m atter again at the first op­ 
portunity. 


Let us not accept one candi­ 
d ate’s second-hand quotation of 
another without checking that 
it is accurate and not out of 
context. We have been caught 
on at least one occasion re­ 
cently by accepting a candi­ 
date's statem ent which he attri­ 
buted to a rival. In political de­ 
bates or speeches, accuracy is 
not the key objective of the 
participants—but it is ours. 
Much of the burden will fall 
on our wire editors for keeping 
stories in balance and making 
sure that we have reported both 
sides 
of 
any 
controversy. 
If 
questions are unanswered, do 
not relay the story until you 
have solved them to your satis­ 
faction. 


If a controversial claim is 
made, let us im mediately pur­ 
sue comment from the oppos­ 
ing side 
If it is not im medi­ 
ately forthcoming, let us say 
so in order that readers are 
informed of the reaction or the 
lack of it. 


LET US BEAR in mind, also, 
two factors I mentioned early 
this year when, with some un­ 
derstatem ent, I described 1964 
as an emotional year with great 
news potential. 


These two basic factors are 
that The Associated Press news­ 
man is not and should not be 
a participant in the news—he 
is a recorder of it. And there 
is no reason why any reader 
should accept a w riter as an 
authority on a subject at "ny 
time without question. 


The writer must demonstrate 
each day all over again that he 
is an authority on a subject 
by convincing the reader with 
a recitation and logical presen­ 
tation of the facts. 


We should not be deterred by 
the critics from doing our job. 
We have nothing to fear from 
them nor from the political part­ 
isans 
and organized 
pressure 
groups if we do our jobs in 
the 
t r a d i t i o n 
of 
this 
organization. 


This does not mean that we 
are going to be free from at­ 
tack Considering the issues and 
emotions of the day, this would 
be impossible But we can avoid 
giving these critics any legiti­ 
m ate issues or excuses whereby 
they can challenge either our 
competence or our integrity. 


We should view this era not 
as one of harassm ent or diffi­ 
culty, but as a challenge to 
bring forth our best journalistic 
talents. The more emotional the 
time, the greater need there is 
for unemotional, objective re­ 
porting. 


By providing this, we can take 
personal satisfaction in making 
a 
worthwhile 
contribution 
to 
society in a difficult period.

Nothing spoils the appearance 
of an otherwise nice house as 
much as the effect that some 
giant upheaval had forced it up 
out of the earth. 
Nine times out of IO t h i s 
effect is cauked by too high an 
exposure 
of 
the 
foundation 
walls. 
There are several ways of 
overcoming this One is to grade 
up the ground as much as ne­ 
cessary Another is to add an­ 
other piece of trim around the 
bottom and a third is to paint 
the exposed foundation w a l l 
green, so that it blends into the 
grass and adds mass to t h e 
shrubbery used in the founda­ 
tion planting 
Of these, the painting is about 
the quickest and least expen­ 
sive, and the change it can 
make in a house is almost un­ 
believable. Only a few months 
ago we saw a house which al­ 
ways had looked stark and cold 
because of an excessively high 
foundation exposure The owner 
had just finished painting the 
foundation green. The result was 
a* though the house had b e e n 
dropped at least two feet. It 
now seems to hug the ground 
and nestle nicely into the shrub­ 
bery around it. 
Any type of foundation ran 
be painted, be it brick, rement 


block stone or poured concrete 
However, the paint must be m a­ 
sonry paint, made to cover these 
materials. 
Outside of the benefit of a 
better looking house, painting 
the foundation will go far to­ 
ward preventing the absorption 
of water and dampness, which 
so often causes trouble in the 
average house basement. 
As a precaution before paint­ 
ing masonry’, the owner should 
he sure that the foundation is 
thoroughly dry and he should 
not be fooled by the fact that 
it looks dry. It usually takes 
three to four days of good. clear, 
dry weather before you can be 
sure that masonry has d r i e d 
out.

Question: I am a veteran of 
World War II. I got married 
five years ago and now am in a 
position to buy a house 
Do 
I still qualify for a mortgage 
from the Veterans Administra­ 
tion'' If so. can you tell me the 
advantage' of getting a mort­ 
gage from the VA’ 
Answer: Yes, you still quali­ 
fy. 
For some 
reason,
